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1. To date no information has been located, to indicate that the body 
of Heinrich MJELLER was definitely found and his death certified. However, 
this specific question was posed by CAYATA in March l$6l and the query 
which was then sent to Intelligence Division, USAHBCJB is still pending. An 
answer should be forthcoming fairly soon. 

2. In our efforts to comply with reference request, we have assembled 
a quantity of heretofore scattered information on KUELLSS. This material 
contains numerous allegations to the effect that MJELLER is still living and 
is in BIS employ, originating with several sources. Summarised or quoted 
below are the most interesting it ©as bearing on this matter: 


a. According to a report originating in Copenhagen, dated June 
19^9, MJELLER “is reported to be working for the MVS in Wllhelmsruh 
near Berlin as head agent. MUELLER was formerly head of Office IV of 
the RSHA. . Presently working with him is former Krlminrat LARGE of the 
Berlin 'RSHA. Another is SEIDEL who like MOELLER is from Munich* 
MOELLER, LARGE and SEIDEL are reportedly engaged in combatting German 
resistance groups in the Russian Eon a. There are others like MOELLER, 
etc., who are now employed by the MVS as agents in operations groups 
and in K-5 (GAl}.“ (WBC-L20, Junel^) 


Eo h. In 19?2 UPHILL provided the Prench with information on both 
MUELLER rand LANGE, per MOLA 12929, 26 August 1952. An UPHXLL memo of 
25 June 3.^2 quoted 1951 information to the effect that MJELLER was 
employed^by the Ministry for State Security In Berlin, Normannenstrasse, 
where he&rss the coworker of 2AIS3BR, fan (Wilhelm 2AIS8EB, Chief MfS 
to 1956 ?J) Another. memo of the seme date stated that the former RSHA 
Stvurabarnfuehrer or Standartenfuehrer Herbert LANGE was said to be chief 
of ;£he SSD for Berlin. This LANGS was at one time the right hand man 
of TFAinrich MUELLER and as such was identified as probably identical 
with one Dr. Leo LANGE. 
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c. Dr. Manfred BOEDER stated under interrogation (M3KA l44l, 

9 June 1948) that it was rumored that MUELLER was in the service 
of the Russians and provided the information that MOELLER' s wife 
and son were living in Munich. 

d. One Heinrich BERGER stated in 1951 (MASA 604, 10 July 1951) 
that Franz Josef HUBER, former SS Brigadefuehrer and lnspekteur of 
the Eicharheitsuache and SD for the Vienna area, who had recently 
Been reinstated in the Munich police force, was a very close friend 
of Heinrich MUELLER.'' As MOELLER and HCJBER had come up through the 
police ranks together and had remained close friends, BERGER felt 
that HUBER should be in a position to furnish information on MUELLER 
if anyone could. 

e. USAGE report F/Q2761, 12 March 1951 (MASA 369* 2 9 March 1951)/ 
source HH-1 from a conversation with Wilhelm H01SCTL, stated that 
former Vienna Gestapo official Krlmlnalrat Johann SANIS2ER approached 
another former Vienna Gestapo official through an intermediary in the 
National League and invited him to go to East Germany to accept a 
position in the Volkepolizei. She Gestapo official allegedly replied 
that he would accept the offer only if it originated with his former 
chief in the Gestapo. Later he supposedly received a letter from 
Dresden signed by Heinrich MUELLER , recognized the signature as authen- 
tic and accepted a post in East Germany. (Heinrich BERGER, para. 2 d 
above, when questioned about this report said that he knew all ranking 
Gestapo officials in Vienna during the war and never heard of a 
Heinrich MUELLER in this connection.) 

f. Bruin ERAMKP, former Krlmlnalrat RSHA Amt IV A 1 , stated in 
1951 (MGBA 9278, 19 June 1951) that during the course of his activities 
during the war he learned about a Soviet espionage scheme directed 
against the Manhatten Project. He claims that he proposed to Heinrich 
MUELLER that American officials be notified through a Swiss intermedi- 
ary but vas turned down. 

3* If we run across any further Information bearing on the general 
subject of whether MOELLER is alive and up to no good, we w ill forward It 
for utilization in your discussions with <§BERNHAB3KE . We can institute the 
proper checks on MJELLER's alleged colleagues in BIS work, such as LANGE 
and SEIDEL, but will not do so unless you think this would be a profitable 
pursuit and helpful to you in connection with getting closer to UPHILL'S 
Bote Kapelle efforts. 
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
